CK MAN ATTEMPTED 


) TOASSMULT WHITE WOMAN 


| After Lynching the Man, the Mob 
. Gharged Negro Settlement and a 
Bloody Riot Took Place. 
Many Negroes Shot and 
Tents Burned. 


Thebes, Ills, April 26.—An unknown 
negro, aged about seventeen years, was 
lynched by a mob of angry farmers. near 
the village of Santa Fe, this afternoon, 
for attempting to assault the 10-year-old 
daughter of Farmer Branson Davis, and 
this was followed by a general onslaught 
upon a colony of negroes living in tents, 
who were engaged in bridge construction 
work. 

The tenfs were burned and many ne- 
groes were shot, but so far as known none 
killed Hundreds of shots were exchanged, 
but no whites were hurt. 

While the 10-year-old daughter of Davis 
was in the barn yard today the negro ac- 
costed her. She ran, but he seized her 
and her screams brought her mother to 
the rescue. The negro fied. Officers were 
notified and were soon in pursuit. 

News of the assault speedily spread 
among the neighboring farmers. and re- 
sulted in an angry mob.starting in search 
of the assailant. The negro was mean- 
while captured by officers and was being 
brought to Santa Fe, when the mob of 
farmers was met. 

Hanged to an Oak Tree. 

_ XK scrimmage resulted, during which 
m thefarmers secured the negro. He con- 
_ fessed to the crime, but begged for 

mercy. Without a word, the mob started 
with the prisoner toward the new bridge 
being constructed across the Mississippi, 
, where he was hanged to an oak tree, 
without ceremony or delay. After the 
body dangled in the air a few moments 
it was riddled with bullets. 

The officers endeavored to disperse the 
mob, but their efforts were unavailing. 
Many Negrves Shot Down. 

A rush was made for-a colony of sev- 
eral hundred’ negroes employed on bridge 
construction work and living in ‘tents 
near the bridge. The negroes saw the 
mob coming and opened fire. A fusillade 
followed, and the whites fired with effect, 
‘us many of the negroes were shot down. 
None of the mob was injured, and it is 
note known how seriously the negroes 
were wounded. 

The mob pressed forward, notwithstand- 
ing the steady fire, until the negroes 
turned and fied toward a nearby wood, 
taking their wounded with them. The 


mob then fell upon the tents and burned 
them. ‘ 
After accomplishing a general work of 
destruction tne mob dispersed. Extra 
police were sworn in and tonight the vil- 
lage is under heavy guard. Excitement 
is intense, 

Santa Fe is a village in the extreme 
southwestern portion of Illinois, near the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railway.

TWO WHITE WOMEN AND 
NEGRO MAN ARE WHIPPED 


Alabama Negro Sets Up in Business 
and His Store Is Destroyed. 
Posters with a Picture of 
Negro Hanging Were 
Put on Door. 


Muskogee, Ind. T., April 26.—The officers 
of this place have just been nétified of the 
destruction of two. store buildings at 
Beggs by dynamite and imminent danger 
of race trouble 

Three weeks ago a family of negroes 
consisting of a father and three sons, 
moved from Alabama to Beggs. They had 
$10,000 and proposed to invest it. 

Beggs is not strictly a white town, but 
there are no negroes in business there. 
The James family bought property, Duilt 
a store building and put in a stock of 
goods. For three successive nights after 
the opening of the store a poster with a 
picture of a negrd hanging from a tele- 
graph pole and the inscription, “You have 
brought trouble here,’’ was posted on the 
door. 

The negroes paid no attention to this 
warning and last night about 9 o’clock 
a stick of @ynamite was set off under 
one end of the building and it was to- 
tally wrecked, 

A drug store adjoining, which belonged 
to a white man, was also wrecked. No 
one was injured. 

The Jameses are still at Beggsand an- 
nounce that they are going to stay. There 
is considerable race feeling. The officers 
are keeping a close watch on the situa- 
tion and some men have been quietly sent 
to Beggs to geull any possible uprising. 


REBELS WHIP 
IN SAN DOMINGO 


Overthrow Is Complete--Pro- 
visional Government 
Formed. 


San Domingo, Republic of Santo Do- 
mingo, Wednesday, April 22.—It was 
learned today here that the government | 
forces at Barahona, San Pedro de Maco- 
ris and Seib, have joined the’ revolution- 
ists in the northern part of the island. 
The overthrow of President Vasquez is 
complete. 

A provisional government’ has 
formed. It is constituted as follows:

Vasquez’s Last Battle. 

Cape Haytien, Thursday, April 23.—The 
German cruiser Vineta, which called at 
Port au Prince, brings details of the 
fighting at San Domingo on April 18., 

President Vasquez and his forces at- 
tacked the city vigorously at 6 o’clock on 
the morning of the 18th. After severe 
fighting, that lasted for one hour, the 
government forces succeeded in gaining 
an entrance to the city. They were 
quickly driven out, however, leaving be- 
hind many of their number dead or 
wounded. 

The report of the death of Casimero 
Cordero, minister of the interior, is con- 
firmed, as is thas of General Agutles Al- 
verez, governér of Puerto Plata, who 
was in command of the government 
forces. 

After being driven from the city, the 
government troops were seized with 
panics, and at 10 o'clock, President Vas- 
quez had about him not more than fifty 
faithful followers. He was forced to 
flee, abandoning al! his arms and sup- 
plies. The disaster to the government 
forces was complete and the success of 
the revolutionists overwhelming.

Armed with a chop-ax a burly negro bold- 
ly entered the Dodson residence at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and defying and 
terrorizing the ladies present, boldly pro- 
ceeded to confiscate everything in the 
way of valuables desired. 

One or two handsome watches and 
‘other property was seized by the robber, 
who calmly walked from the residence, 
still brandishing the chop-ax, and es- 
caped. 

The alarm was given and three po- 
licemen searched for the negro, but to 
no purpose. The robbery is the boldest 
ever perpetrated in Americus. The value 
of the goods stolen has not been ascer- 
tained,

Missionary Cannon Expects United 
States To Intervene in Cases 
Where Mormons Ate Mal- 
treated—German Police- 
men Converted. 


Berlin, April %4—Hugh J. Cannon, the 
Mormon missionary, intends to appeal to 
Emperor William for permission for tne 
Mormons to remain itn Germany, hoping 
that his majesty’s policy of religious tol- 
erance may include the Mormons. 

In his petition, Mr, Cannon sets forth 


‘!the morality of Mormon doctrines and 


refers to the inability of his adversaries 
to cite any oxample where Mormon teach- 
ings have been subversive of the laws 
of the state or of orderly citizenship; 
he declares also that by the command 
of the supreme head of the church, po:y- 
gamy is not taught. 

Mr. Cannon last Wédnesday sent to the 
emperor and the empress copies of the 
book of the Mormons in German. No 
aid is extended t6@ the Mormon mission- 
aries by the envwpero®, and if the orders 
of expulsions are inforced, all the mis- 
sionaries will leave letly. 

Mr. Cannon expects the United States 
to intervene in case@, where missionaries 
have been maltreated, as for instance in 
the affair at OlsenBruek, Prussia, last 
January, when two missionaries were 
dragged through the stréets of the town 
and imprisoned for three days. They 
were deported to Hanover, where they 
were again placed in jail and later sent 
on to Hamburg. Affidavits of these oc- 
currences have been forwarded to Sen- 
ators Kearns and Smoot, who, it is said 
here, have asked Secretary Hay to de- 
mand an apology frém Germany in this 
matter on the ground that American 
citizens were treated brutally.

PARIS. PREPARES 


FORKING EDWARD 


Avenues and Boulevards Are To 
Be Gaily Decorated 


Reception of the King Will Be One 
of Royal Splendor—British Em- 
bassy Has Been Sumptuously 
Decorated for Residence 
of the King. 


Paris, April 2%.—Elaborate arrange- 
ments are being carried out rapidly for 
the welcoming here of King Edward. 
They are on a scale of truly royal splen- 
dor. The fetes will follow those held at 
the time of the visit to Paris of the czar 
of Russia, and will include a number of 
events affording opportunities for bril- 
liant spectacular effects. Government ar- 
chitects have .provided a plan for the 
decoration of the streets by day and for 
illuminations by night. Private resi- 
dents and shopkeepers have contributed 
large sums of money toward transform- 
ing the avenues. and boulevards of the 
city into masses of color with : floral 
arches, Venetian masts and loopings of 
flowers. A large force of troops is being 
assembled to add to the. miliary pa- 
geantry of the event, 

When King Edward arrives at 3 o'clock 
next Friday afternoon, President Loubet, 
members of the-ministry and the staff of 
the British embassy will proceed to the 
Bois de Boulogne to meet him> The sta- 
tion will be huang witb rich velvet and 
golden tapestries. The meeting between 
the president and the king wil] occur 
under a silk canopy. After the greetings 
King Edward and President Loubet will 
enter a state carriage, with postillions 
and outriders, and, escorted by a regi- 
ment of cuirassers, they will drive 
through the Bois .nd the Champs Elysee 
to the British embassy. Throughout the 
entire route soldiers will be massed on 
either side ‘of the thoroughfares. 

King Edward will stay at the British 
embassy, which during his sojourn will 
be regarded as a royal residence. He will 
occupy the apartments which have not 
been used since the last visit to Paris 
of the late Queen Victoria, but which 
ha e been sumptuously redecorated and 
equipped for this occasion. They over- 
luok a fine sweep of.the park and the 
gardens of the embassy. 

President Loubet will leave King Ed- 
ward at the embassy, but the king will 
rroceed to the Elysee palace at 5 o'clock 
to pay a formal] call upon the president, 
which will be returned by the president. 

In the evening King Edward will be 
the guest of M. Lowbet at the Comedie 
Francaise to witness the presentation of 
“L'Autre Danger.” 

On Saturday morning King Edward will 
witness a review of 12,000 troops at Vin- 
cinnes.. In the afternoon he will attend, 
at Longchamps, the meeting being heid 
especially in his honor. One of the prizes 
to be run for, the reyai cup, is offered 
by his majesty. 

Saturday. night there will be a a gala 
performance at the ogera. (he programme 
including the abbeit from “El Cid.” and 
a scene fro “Sampson and Delilah.’’ 

The royal box has been made of three 
boxes and it will be elaborately deco- 
rated with flags and the arms of Great 
Britain and France. 
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CZAR IS TIPPED OFF 


TO “OPEN 


DOOR” PLAN 


United States Shows a Strong Hand in the Man- 
churian Situation--Conference Is 
Held. 


Washington, April %.—Russia’s de- 
mands in Manchuria and their effect on 
American interests were the subject of a 
conference this afternoon between Sec- 
retary Hay and Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, which occurred at Sec- 
retary Hay's house and lasted for nearly 
an hour. It is denied that the ambassa- 
dor brought officiaj advices from his 
govenrment, but the fact that he is still 
suffering from an attack of lumbago, 
which has confined him to the embassy } 
for several weeks, is evidence of the ur- 
@ency of the call. : ° 

Steps already have been taken by the 
state department to ascertain the ‘true } 
inwardness of Russia's latest move. Am- ) 
bassador McCormick, at St. Petersburg. 
has been instructed by cable to present 
to the Russian foreign office a note 
which, while diplomatically known as one 
of inquiry, is in substance a strong pro- 
test against Russia's demands. Cabled 
instructions also have been sent to Min- 
ister Conger, at Pekin, to express to the 
Chinese authorities the dissatisfaction of 
sie United States with Russia’s de- 
mands and our hope that China will not 
accede to them. No answers have yet 
been received to either note, though un- 
officia] assurances are still reaching the 
department that American interests in 
Manchuria will be protected. In the de- 
partment’s note which Ambassador Mc- 


Cormick probably has presented already 
Russia’s attention is called to the assur- 
ances which repeatedly, have been given 
the United States relative to the preser- 
vation of the integrity of China andthe 
continuance of the’ open door policy. Rus- 
sia also is reminded of the severe blow to 
American trade which must follow the 
granting of the first two demands, that 
no more perts or towns in Manchuria 
be opened and that no additional foreign 
consuls be admitted. 

Russia's reason for contending for the 
clesed door in Manchuria is the claim 
that the open door is not a commercial 
but a political question. She continues 
to assure the the United States that in 
some way this country’s interests will 
be protected in Manchuria. The point Is 
made that as the Manchurian demands 
are still in negotiation between St. 
Petersburg and Pekin the United State# 
cannot expect that Russia make conces- 
sions until the fate of her demands has 
been determined. When China has ac- 
ceded to all of these demands it ts sug- 
gested that a trade agreement of some 
sort can be reached between this coun- 
try and Kussia which will protect .our 
trade interests. 

Appreciating the fact that the inter. 
ests Of this country in Manchuria are 
those of trade and not territory, Russia, 
if is stated, is disposed to make certain 
trade concessions to the United States 
in Manchuria at the proper time.

REPORT THAT CHINA ‘ACCEPTS 


Conditions Formulated by the Rus- 
sian Minister. 

London, April 27.—In a’ dispatch from 
St. Petersburg, dated Saturday, April 2, 
the correspondent there of The Daily Mail 
says he hears from authoritative source 
that China has accepted the Russian pro- 
posal to modify the existing Russo-Chin- 
ese commercial treaty insofar as it re- 
gards the duties at the lake boundaries. 
After the negotiations with the Tsung Li 
Yamen, the correspondent continues, the 
Russian’ minister, among other condi- 
tions, formulated the following: 

‘*‘All Russian goods sept to Central 
China shall be entirely free of any Chin- 
ese customs charge. 

“Russia and China shall jointly agree 


churia to the goods of all powers.’’ 
This agreement, concluded the corre- 
spondent, will come into force after the 
opening of the Manchurian rallrpad; it 
shows plainly, says the representative of 
The Daily Mail, the intention to make 
Manchuria a Russian province. 


BOWEN DRAWS NEW PROTOCOL. 


Document Transmitted to Great Brit- 
ain by Cable. 

Washington, April %—Herbert, W. 
Bowen, the Venezuelan plenipotentiary, 
has drawn up a new protoco!] for the de- 
termination by The Hague arbitration tri- 
bunal of the question whether the bilock- 
ading powers shall be entitled to prefer- 
ential treatment in the payment of their 
claims against Venezuela. This has been 
presented to the British ambassador and 
copies furnished to the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of Germany and Italy. The 
new instrument contains all the points on 
which the negotiators practically are in 
accord, except one, which it is thought 
will be amicably adjusted. 

The allied governments having deter- 
rrined not to press the point of consid- 
eration by The Hague tribunal, of whether® 
or not Venezuela shall be compelled to 
pay the expenses of the blockade, the 
new protocol contains mo provision on 
that point. The document has been trans- 
mitted to London by cable and an early 
answer is expected by the British am- 
bassador, which will authorize him to 
proceed with the consideration of the 
matter. | 

According to the proteco! the tribunal! 
of arbitration is to be appointed by the 
czar Of Russia, and will meet on the first 
of September.

The address*dealt mainly with the Iil- 
lustrious record of. the private confed- 
erate soldier, reference being made to 
Lee, Davis and others as types of the 
men in the ranks back of them, whose 
bravery, constancy and devotion made 
their position possible. 

It was a.remarkable record tbat it 
had taken 22,000,000, with government 
organization, armies and navies superb- 
ly prepared to begin with, and with, the 
power of wealth and credit to subdue’ 
9,000,000, nearly half of whom were slaves; 
that it required 2,500,000 soldiers four 
long, bloody years to defeat 800,000. 

And ‘when hungTy war had devoured 
the fat ribs of peace, the southern sol- 
dier contended with conditions more 
trightful than the shock of battle—de- 
vastation, desolation, ruin and revolu- 
tions in the laws and customs of his citi- 
zenship. 

The proud heritage of being the sons 
and daughters of these men was set 
forth. An extended tribute was paid to 
the- women of the south for their devo- 


tion and sacrifices, and merited praise 
was bestowed upon the wartime slaves 
for their good conduct in protecting the 
of their absent 
owners, 

An unusual feature of the address was 
a discussion, with plausible argument, as 
to wnat the confederacy might have be- 
come if it had triumphed, , 

But, turning from a gream of a union 
of states in accordance with the southern 
idea of what the original compact of the 
United States had meant and the defeat- 
ed hopes of separate southern independ- 
ence, the speaker turned to the future 
of the now reunited country ‘and referred 
to.its amazing prospects for greatness. 

He counseied that the noble example of 
General Lee'and southern survivors of 
the struggle, in devoting themselves to 
healing the wounds of war and in edu- 
cating the youth of the south to take 
their places as forémost citizens of the 
republic, be followed by'all. The loyalty 
of the south to the reunited country had 
been proved, and its great part in the 
onward progress of the government 
strongly presented.

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Secret Understanding Between 
Them Regarding Manchuria, 


Great Britain Trying To Drag United 
States Into Eastern Question in 
Order To Checkmate Russia. 


Why Secretary Hay Gent 
Note to Chinese. 


Washington, April 26.—(Special.)—Close 
on the heels of the Anglo-German ailli- 
ance against Venezvela comes news of 
a secret understanding between Germany 
and Russia, by which the latter country 
is to receive the acquiescence of the 
Berlin government ih practically Rus- 
sianizing the whole of Manchuria. This 
is the most important disclosure since 
the announcement, several days ago, 


| from Pekin of the Russian demands in 


Manchuria, which has upset the official 
and diplomatic circles in a way scarcely 
paralieled throughout the many acute 
stages of the Venezuelan embroglio. 

Angered, as he is, with what officials 
here unhesitatingly declare to be a 
breach of faith and a violation of all 
three of the pledges which Russia volun- 
teered the United States with reference 
to Manchuria, Secretary Hay must con- 
fent himself, for the present at least, 
with a note of protest to China, urging 
that the Pekin authorities refuse to as- 
sent to the Russian demands. This note 
would have been addressed probably to 
the St. Petersburg government but for 
the cunning and cleverness of the Rus- 
sian ambassador at Washington, who, 
in the face of the official announcement 
from Pekin that Russia had demanded 
That no other ports in Manchuria be 
opened to foreigners, sent his first secre- 
tary post haste to the state department 
early Friday morning to assure Secre- 
tary Hay that Russia had no intention 
of violating its pledges against Manchu- 
ria. After these assurances it will be 
difficult just now foy the state depart- 
ment to take up the matter with Russia 
‘or indicate in any way that the United 
Siates suspected Russia’s designs. Con- 
sequently Mr. Hay’s first note of pro- 
test is addressed ‘to the Chinese govern- 
ment. : 

As for the announcement that Ger 
many will stand. by Russia, or at least 
acquiesce in Russia’s demands, this is 
taken to mean that Germany has Rus- 
sia’s pledge vf support when the time 
comes for the .kajger..to .demand the 
province of Shantung for his own. It 
was to be expected, in view of the mu- 
tual. wave of animosity that swept oyer 
Germany and Great Britain at the time 
of the Venezuelan blocKade, when these: 
two powers acted in unison, that Berlin 
and London could not act in harmony 
long with the German and British people 
so bitterly opposed to such a policy. 
Another ground for friction between Ger- 
many and Great Britgin, if any were 
needed after the Boer war, is to be 
found in the withdrawal of Great Britain 


| from the agreement to join with Ger- 


many in the building of the Bagdad 
railway. This tremendous’ enterprise 
has been for the time blocked by Eng- 
land’s action and as France is jointly 
interested with Germany in the building 
of the road, the: incident not only fur- 
nished reason for disagreement between 
London and Berlin, but gives a common 
cause to Germany and France for ani- 
mosity against the British. 
: Views of a Diplomat. 

Diplomats are chary about allowing 
their names to be used in interviews, for 
the reason. that the rules for the foreign 
setvices of European countries are strict 
on this point, but a diplémat of long 
experience in China and the representa- 
tive at Washington of a world power 
talked interestingly to me today regard- 
ing Russia’s part in bringing about the 
present Manchurian situation, 

“Russia, while entirely neutral in the 
Venezuelan situation,” he said, “viewed 
with great satisfaction the bad feeling 
which the Germans and English showed 
tor each other at that time. Indeed, if 
the truth could all be told, Russia has 
never lost an opportunity to make troubje 
not only between London and Berlin, but 
also between London and Wasghingtén. 
in the former attempt she seems to have 
been ontirely successful, for simultane- 
ously with the’ announcement of England's 
withdrawa! from the Bagdad railway 
project comes the news of Russia’s de- 
mands in Manchuria and of the an- 
nouncement from Berlin, that Germany 
is “not concerned about what Russia 
may do in Manclturia,” for the reason 
that Germany's interests, fhere are not 
great. 

“Great Britain will use every effort to 
have the United States dragge@é into the 
eastern question to aid the London au- 
thoritieg in their scheme to checkmate 
Russia, For, while Great Britain and 
Japan can scarcely do more than make a 
futile protest to Russia, with the aid of 
the United States, this protest might be, 
to a cetrain extent, effective. 

“Russia hopes that the United States 
will act with Great Britain or Japan in 
their territorial designs. While the in-; 
tial demand of Russa that no more ports 
in Manchuria be opencd to foreigners is 
distinctly opposed to what the United 
States has always stcod for in China—the 
integrity -of the country and “the open 
dceor—it should be remembered that the 
policy of Russia is to claim everything 
in sight, ‘and then to make intelligent 
concessions. If the United States shall 
ask @ modification of the Russian de- 
mands dg so that this country may secure 
open ports in Manchuria,-thus enabling 
the American iné@ustrial exploitation of 
that territory, there is reason to believe

Aggregate Loss of Property Destroy- 
ed Is $600,000—Fire Captain 
Caught Under Falling Wall 
and His Body Cremated 

in the Flames. 


Columbus, Ohio, April 26.—Fire early 
this morning destroyed the Brunson and 
Union Clothing Company's buildings, at 
High and Long streets, and _ several 
gemaller structures, and damaged the 
Nicholas block, entailing an aggregate 
loss of about $600,000. 

Daniel Lewis, captain of engine com- 
pany No. ll, was caught under a falling 
wall and instantly killed. His body was 
cremated in the ruins. 

The fire was attended by many exciting 
inckdents, most thrilling being the 
rescue of Philip Nation, a grocer, from 
his apartments on the fourth floor of the 
Brunson building, where he had been 
hemmed in by the flames. The principal 
losses are:

MEN HAD BEEN DRINKING 


Orr Is Dangerously Wounded and 
May Die—Arent Is Arrested and 
Lodged in Tower—The 
Men Were on Friendly 
Terms. 


A’ shooting affray, which will prob- 
ably result in the death,of one of the 
participants, occurred at Bull Sluice, on 
the Chattahoochee river, 20 miles from 
the city, Saturday night abdout 11 o'clock. 
Ben Arent shot John Orr twice and the 
wounded man lies at the point of death, 
while Arent occupies a cell in the Tower, 

County Policemen Mathison and Wil- 
Hams investigated the affair yesterday 
morning. They went to Bull Sluice and 
found Orr dangerously wounded. Arent 
was found later and placed under arrest. 

From the evidence of those who wit- 
nessed the shooting, it seems that Orr 
and Arent were drinking and a row 
started up between them. Vile epithets 
were exchanged, and Arent, who was tne 
only one armed, drew his pistol and went 
to shooting. 

Two shots were fired and both bullets 
were true to the mark. Orr fell in his 
tracks, one of the bullets having entered 
the left breast just above the heart. It 
is this wound which is likely to cause 
his death. 

At Bull Sluice a large dam is being con- 
structed and the two men have been 
working there. Saturday they were paid 
off and part of their wages went for 
liquor. The men had always been friends, 
and early in the afternoon drank together 
in a friendly and sociable manner. Later 
in the evening they fell out and came 
near fighting, mutual friends preventing 
a row. At 11 o’clock they again met and 
the quarrel was renewed. 

Arent was brought to the city last night 
and locked: up in the Tower. He declines 
to make a statement.

Drug Stores Close Rather 
Than Pay Tax on Patent 
Medicines.

Havana, April 2%.—Protests are being 
made throughout the entire island against 
the taxes imposed by the newly created 
provincial governments. The drug stores 
of Havana and its suburbs almost with- 
out exception were closed today in pro- 
test against the stamp tax of 2 cents on 
every package of patent medicine sold. 
The druggists, following the example of 
the theater managers, have sought to 
have this tax rescinded, but the provin- 
cial council has refused their request. To- 
day it was almost impossible to procure 
medicines in Havana except at the free 
municipal dispensaries. Many of the 
druggists declare that they are ready to 
remain closed until General Nunez, civil 

-vernor of Havana, or President Paima 
vetoes the tax. 

General Nunez has informed the repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
he approves of these taxes, which have 
been imposed where they are least bur- 
densome, namely on amusements, gam- 
bling and the sale of patent medicines. 

A big demonstration was held in the 
plaza at Matanzas this evening to protest 
against the imposition of these taxes in 
Matanzas province. Here the taxes are 
upon certain articles of necessity and 
they are declared to be contrary to the 
purpose of the provincial law. Some of 
the radical opposition newspapers are 
advocating the abolishment of the pro- 
vincial governments.

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| ‘From a recept :prociamation of the 
governor of New Jersey it is plain 
why so many “undigested” securities 
are disturbing the Wall street stom- 
ach. In the proclamation referred to, 
Governor Murphy, of New ‘Jersey, re- 
vokes the charters of 927 airy trusts, 
or would-be trusts, for non-payment of 
their petty franchise tax. A trust too 
impecunious to pay its annual New 
Jersey license fee is certainly a sadly 
water-logged corporation. 

Tho number of corporations thus 
dissolved represents a capitalization 
of $239,000,000. Last year the governor 
of the same state dissolved 687 cor- 
porations by the same process, repre- 
senting the comparatively .modest 
capital of $62,000,000. In addition, be- 
tween April 1, 1902, and April, 1, 1903, 
receivers have bean appointed for 127 
New Jersey corporations, the joint 
capital of which is listed at $274,000,- 
000. And yet the withdrawal of the 
license tax of this large number of 
robustly capitalized: corporations doés 
not feaze the _ trust-supported ex- 
chequer of the state of New Jersey. 
Within the past five years some 20,- 
000 foreign corporations have gone to 
Trenton. for their easy charters, and a 
goodly number of them are the real 
thing in the trust line. It was only 
last winter that the governor of the 
trusty commonwealth “pointed with 
pride” in his annual message to the 
fact that gubSstantially every item of 
the state’s expense budget is now met 
from alien corporation charters. A 
lot of “dead ones” every year don’t 
count. 

This is one phase of it, but a host 
of duped stockholders all over the 
country is another. There was never 
such an eva of wildcat speculation as 
that engendered by trust promotion, 
and though they may not be parading 
their gullibility, the woods are full of 
investors, large and small—but mostly 
small—who have gone against the 
species of corporation the governor of 
New Jersey is dissolving annually with 
such sang froid. 

What is needed in many instances 
of the kind is federal regulation which 
will establish the criminal status of a 
graft paper corporation in a category 
very like that of an ordinary bunco- 
steerer.

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The President in Newcastle. 

The people of the west have vied 
with each other in providing entertain- 
ment for the president of a character 
at once unique and appropriate; but 
it has been left for the patriotic citi- 
zens of Newcastle, Wyo., to step over 
anything heretofore offered in the re- 
ception line. 

No high.school choruses and no doc- 
tor of laws degrees for Newcastle's 
distinguished visitors; no gaily dec- 
orated carriages and lavish display of 
bunting for this proud ploneer town,of 
the wild and woolly west. Newcastle 
believes in fitting the reception to the 
man. She is not the sort of town to 
put on the frock coat and high hat, or 
waste floral designs and illuminated 
addresses on a president who likes 
broncho busting and an all-round 
strenuous time. 

Perhaps some of President Roose- 
velt’s pals of the old days on the ranch 
now live in Newcastle. At any rate, 
her citizens had studied his tastes, 
and they arranged a programme that 
made his othér western receptions 
look like a quilting. 

According to the Associated Press 
dispatches the president’s train was 
met at the station by a ~and of cow- 
boys that had been rounded up the 
day before, and as the engine hove in 
sight, instead of having a band on 
hand to strike up “Columbia,” or 
“America,” the cowboy yeil‘fell on the 
president’s ears, while with their 13- 
inch Colts they fired a presidential 
fusilade. 

It was a glorious occasion for New- 
castle, and we doubt not others be- 
sides the cowboys, carried away by the 
enthusiasm;emptied their guns at the 
neighboring telegraph poles. We half 
suspect that even the president was 
almost tempted to draw his own con- 
cealed weapon and join in thy fusilade. 

Then came lunch—bear steak sand- 
wiches, buffalo roast and snake hash, 
doubtless—from the cowboys’ mess 
wagon; after which the whole bunch 
repaired to the court house square, 
where a speaker’s stand had been 
erected. 

And it was right here that the peo- 
ple of Newcastle surpassed even them- 
selves in the art of appropriate en- 
tertainment. The Ptfess dispatches 
tell us that “the stand from which he 
spoke was gaily decorated, a stuffed 
bear and deer standing on either side 
and a large stuffed eagle surmount- 
ing the top.” 

Let the other western towns that 
think they know how to receive the 
sort of president we are now having 
look at that and wilt. Of course, those 
whose time is yet to come need not 
despair. To be sure, Newcastle origi- 
nated the idea, but it has not been ex- 
hausted by any means. 

If we might be permitted to criticise 
at all the reception arranged by New- 
castle for the president, we should 
be compelled to say it was lacking in 
just one respect—she didn’t take all 
the taxidermist had and put in on 
the speaker’s stand. That is where 
Newcastle fell down. She started out 
well, but she quit too soon. . True, a 
stuffed bear, a deer and an eagle lay 
over anything heretofore attempted 
in the way of open-air platfom decora- 
tions, but think of how much more the 
effect could have ben reightened by 
the simple addition of stuffed. moun- 
tain lions surmounting the steps, a few 
polished long-horns, najled up here 
and there to hang the hats on, a tiger 
skin to stand on and a buffalo robe 
thrown over the chair that the presi- 
% was.to sit in, to say nothing of 
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needn't have been so sparing the 
eagles; a few more eagles perched 
here and there would have shown ‘to. 
advantage and given & sort oR. 
Pluribus Unum” effect ‘ta 
That woulda have been a ¢ 

stand worthy of the man and the oc- 
casion. It would have had for him 
an air of home; he might have 
dreamed, tor the moment, that he 
was standing in the dining room of 
the white house. 

Of course, it may be that there were 
no other stuffed animals in the town 
and that the president had dropped 
in on the people of Newcastle so sud- 
denly they didn’t have time to stuff 
any more. That being the case, New- 
castle, to be sure, is clearly exonerated. 
But it only goes to show what can be 
done in the way of appropriately en- 
tertaining our present chief executive 
where stuffed wild animals are plen- 
tiful. Other towns yet to be visited 
by the president might adopt these 
few suggestions to advantage. A 
town that boasts one or more taxider- 
mist shops can easily make the New-. 
castle entertainment look like a 10- 
cent menagerie alongside of the Cen- 


tral Park zoo. 
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Paper from Shavings. 

There would seem to be no limit to 
the possibilities of by-products in man- 
ufacturing. Some time since The Con- 
stitution noted the successful manu- 
facture of paper from cotton seed 
hulls, and now we have to record the 
manufacture of the same staple arti- 
cle from ordinary shavings. For more 
than a month past a little mill at 
Orange, Tex., established for ex peri- 
mental purposes, has been turning out 
a good commercial quality of paper 
from pine shavings—a product, it is 
said, equal in every respect to the 
wood pulp paper made in the great 
mills. * 

A correspondent of The American 
Lumberman, who recenly made a thor- 
ough investigation of this novel paper 
mill and its methods of manufacture, 
writes most encouragingly of the suc- 
cess thus far achieved and predicts 
that the process is bound to prove rev~ 
olutionary inthe paper trade. The 
saving in raw material by the new 
process is certainly an item, for north- 
ern wood pulp costs $12.08 per ton and 
clean pine shavings but $1.00. 

As is well known, the spruce forests 
of the world are being rapidly destroy- 
ed to supply the demand of the paper 
mills for pulp, and the visible supply 
is already pretty effectually cornered. 
Not posterity alone is interested in find- 
ing a substitute for spruce fiber as the 
base of paper making, but present con- 
sumers of paper who have no alterna- 
tive but to pay trust prices. No Amer- 
fcan trust needs competition worse 
than the paper trust. 

If the pine tree is to henceforth fur- 
nish much of thé raw material from 
which paper is manufactured, the ef- 
fect will be stimulative to the “piney 
woods” sections of the south, whence 
the bulk of the supply must be drawn. 
Shavings will Become a by-product of 
the planing mill, far too valuable to 
be sold for kindling and stable bed- 
ding, and the yellow pine will vie with 
the cotton plant in its manifold prac- 
tical uses. 
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The Divorce Evil in Georgia. 

Judge William T. Gary, of the Au- 
gusta circuit, in his charge to the 
grand jury opening the April term of 
the Richmond superior court, dealt 
at some length with the growing di- 
vorce evil, and his remarks were 80 
full. of force and so direct that they 
cannot fail to attract more than ordi- 
nary attention. ‘ 

Other Georgia judges have taken 
occasion in the charges to their grand 
juries to speak of the continued viola- 
tions of the law against carry- 
ing concealed weapons, “of drunk- 
enness and of evils of various kinds, 
but Judge Gary considers the divorce 
evil more menacing than all of these, 
and he addressed himself to this sub- 
ject in no equivocal language. 

He chacterized divorce as the great- 
est of all blots upon civilization, and 
said our courts must begin to make 
legal separations more difficult to pro- 
cure, otherwise this evil will continue 
to grow until it. becomes—as it has 
almost become already—a stench in 
the public rostrils. 

Judge Gary referred to the fact that 
in one state last year there were 5,000 
divorces granted, an average of one 
out of every six marriages, but said 
in the county of Richmond, the proud 
city of Augusta, the figures were even 
more startling from the fact that in 
fhe same period of time, embracing 
twelve months, the average had been 
about one divorce out of every two 
marriages. 

This statement may be surprising, 
but, by singular coincidence, in the 
same issue of The Augusta Herald 
which contains Judge Gary’s charge 
to the grand jury is published the di- 
vorce docket for the spring term of 
Richmond superior court showing 
some thirty-odi divorce cases for hear- 
ing during the present session. 

But it is doubtful if the Richmond 
docket stands alone as a horrible ex- 
ample of the divorce evil. The chances 
are the divorce docket of the other 
courts of Georgia would make a Cor- 
responding showing. Certain it is 
the last census shows that the num- 
ber of divorced persons in Georgia 
runs up into the thousands—with At: 
lanta at the head of the list. — 

Judge Gary says “the resort to the 
courts for relief from irksome domes- 
tic ties is a source of mischief and a 
blot upon our civilization which is 
surely working a great change in the 
most fundamental of all our institu- 
tlons—our homes.” 4

The divorce evil, said Judge Gary, 
is disrupting destroying our 
homes. There is domestic destruction 
and mora] ruin in its wake. It is the 
good homes which suffe> when such 
evils are abroad in the land. Contin- 
uing he said: 

Can our civilization afford to have 
bad homes? Ignorance, intemper- 
ance, ficentiousness; laziness and such 
crimes as fill the alms houses 
and prisons TYind their natural ori- 
gin in bad homes; We must have good 
homes if we are to be prosperous, con- 
tented and happy. A good home spreads 
its influence for good and fills our coun- 
try with a’ happiness which pervades 
every place like the fragrance of flowers. 
There if is obedience to law is taught, 
and church and state and school unite 
in uplifting the family and resisting all 
evil. 

Each of us can contribute some influ- 
ence to make such homes in our midst, 
and he is the best citizen who contributes 
the most. When people are in earnest 
and fee] deeply and think wisely, they 
always sustain a public sentiment which 
is an irfesistible force. Let your ener- 
gies be directed not only to suppressing 
crime, but also to creating a healthy 
public sentiment in our midst which 
will purify our tomes and make of them 
the place of law-abiding, contented and 
fiappy people, and God will bless us with 
good hemes.

BUTT CHANGES FRONT 
ON FILIPINO LABORER 


(From Justicia, Manila, March 7, 1903.) 

A. W. Butt, well-known in Georgia and 
captain and quartermaster, U. 8. A., in 
charge of the land transportation of the 
army in the Philippines, headquarters in 
this city, discusses at length the ques- 
tion of Philippine labor. He confesses 
to a change of mind as to the capability 
of the natives. In his report he says: 

“Upon receiving authority from the 
chief quartermaster {I broke in a number 
of natives to drive the coal and sanitary 
carts. They are not only honest and 
faithful in the performance of this work, 
but remain in the départment after 
hours, so I am told by the superintend- 
ent of the corral, to keep their harness 
greased and clean, their animals curried 
and their carts washed. In employing 
this labor I have been guided by the 
conviction that the Filipinos are entitled 
to the labor of these islands as far as it 
is possible to give it, and I have made 
every effort to advance that cause.” 

“In my report made to the chief quar- 
termaster of the division in 1901, I ex- 
pressed the opinion that while the na- 
tivé laborers were capable of great pro- 
ficteticy, yet they would never be able to 
handle the Américan animals. Since then 
I’ have had occasion. to ehange my 
mind.”’ ae : 

Chinese Labor Not Necessary. 

Captain Butt contends that there is no 
necessity for the introduction of Chi- 
nésge labor into the islands to meet in- 
dustrial demands. He says in this con- 
nection: 

“It has been my experience that any 
labor in these islands which can be per- 
forméd by Chinese can be performed 
equally as well by the Filipinos. The 
latter, moreover, have marked advan- 
tages over the Chinese inasmuch as they 
@re more amenable to discipline, more 
imitative in their methods, more én- 
thusiastic in thefr work for the work 
itself and more easily assimilated by 
American workmen. While most o? the 
coal is unloaded in this office by ' Chi- 
nese labor employed by contractors, yet 
all the loading of coal is done in this 
office by Filipino labor at 40 cents, gold, 
per day. I have studied carefully the 
efficiency of these two classes in this 
particular work, and I wunhesitatingly 
prewnes in favor of the Filipino. The 

lipinos are certainly superior to the 
Chinese in loading and unloading for- 
age. oreover, they show adaptability 
in handli live stock and in workman- 
ship in the repair and saddlers’ shops 
which I do not helieve can be even 
equaled by the Chinese labor in these 
islands. I have dwelt at some length 
on the efficiency of Filipino labor, which 
as yet is in its infancy in expert work, 
for the reason that I have handled a 
vast amount of it, and have studied it tH 
an extent where I think my opiniofi may 
be of some value.” 

Captain Butt is very apt to get himself 
disliked in these islafids by the fault- 
finding calamity howlers who persist in 
saying that the Filipinos will not work, 
and that the only salvation for this coun- 
try is the importation of Chinese lia- 
bor. 

Captain Butt says: “I have handled a 
vast amount of Filipino labor, and think 
my opinion of some value,” and so it is. 
He says he has carefully studied the ef- 
ficiency of Chinese and Filipino labor 
in handling coal and loading and unload- 
ing forage and unhesitatingly pronounces 
in favor of the Filipinos, and still we are 
told that they cannot be depended upon 
to do heavy work of any kind. 

Going on the captain asserts that “they 
show adaptability in handling live stock, 
and in the workshop, and in the repair 
and saddier shop, which I do not believe 
can even bé equaled by the Chinese. It 
has been my experience that any labor 
which can be performed by Chinamen 
can be performed equally well by Fill- 
pinos, who have marked advantage over 
the Chinese, inasmuch as they are more 
amenable to discipline, more imitative 
in their methods, more enthusiastic in 
their work for the work itself, and more 
easily assimilated by American work- 
men."’ 

Captain Butt is not like many Ameri- 
cans: who refuse to be convinced that 
there is any good in the Filipinos, or to 
change their mind about them, which 
is manifest by this expression: “In my 
Teport for the year of 1901 I expressed 
the opinion that the Filipino labor would 
never be able to handle American ani- 


to change my mind. They are not only 
honest and faithful in the performance 
of their work, but remain after hours, 
to clean and grease their harness, curry 
the animals and wash their carts.”’ 

Now the reader will take into account 
that all this excellency has been brought 
about upon the payment of only #0 
a day, and that they wait until 
the end of the month for their pay, 
instead of receiving it every day, as has 
the custom.

DEEP AND DEAR TO MEMBERS 


HEN the fron voices of the city’s 
bells rang out yesterday 
there was awakened many a 
sacred memery fh the hearts of ,those 
who so lomg worshiped at the old First 
Methodist church. ‘ 

In a little while the venerable structure 
will disappear; the workmen are soon to 
come and tear it down, brick by brick, 
timber by timber, til) all are gone. 

& feeling akin to that which leads be- 
reaved ones to strew their flowers on the 


new made grave has filled the hearts of 3 


the people of that church all the week, 
and reminiscences of the well-loved build- 
ing have been the topic of conversation 
round Many a fireside. 


The paper fw W. Oo. Osborne, one of the 


Oldest living members of tie congrega- 


tion, read at the farewell services Sunday 
night a@ week ago contained much that 
was interesting in the church's history 
and much of value as a record of the past. 
The remainder of this article is a brief 
resume of some of the mote important 


features of that paper. 


The bullding recently sold was erected 
when the historic Wesley chapel was out- 
grown and abandoned, according to Mr. 
Osborne, and work on it was first begun 
about the year 1870, the corner stone be- 
ing laid September 1 of that year. 

Nine years after that, in 1879, General 
Clement A. Evans was called to ‘the 
pastorate and though so long a time had 
elapsed since work on the structure was 
first begun, it was not yet completely 
paid for; there was still a debt of $20,000 
due. General Evans made up his mind 
that this money must be raised and the 
debts of the church wiped out, 80, on 
April 13, 1880, he made his eloquent appeal 
to the congregation, resulting in the sum 
of $17,000 being subscribed in less than 4 
minutes. Within a week afterward the 
subscriptions had been swelled to the 
$20,000 required. 


It was a glad and memorable day, that 
Sunday morning, November 2, 1883, when 
Judge William Ezzard presented the debt- 
free church for dedication and General 
Evans delivered the dedicatory sermon. 
Some who heard that sermon attended 
the farewell services of a week ago. 

The various woman's societies of the 
church, the oldest of them. were ‘organ- 
ized just before General Evans entered 
the: pulpit in 1879 or about that time. 

The great revival meeting of 1887, when 
Bishop Morrison thrilled all Atlanta with 
religious enthusiasm and zeal, took place 
in that same old First Methodist church 
and there on a certain Sunday morning 
107 men and women were won as Ccon- 
verts to the church. ‘Those who were 
present say the spectacle was without 
precedent and has never been equalled in 
the memory of the living. 

Mr. Osborne in his paper named many of 
the distinguished members of the church, 
men who did much for Atlanta and for 
Georgia, and whose memories are honored 
withopt the church as well as in it. He 
mentioned only those who have passed 
away and in telling of their lives and 
work for the church he pronounced ela- 
quent eulogies. 

The name of Chief Justice Jackson 
headed the list and to him he referred as 
“a saintly Christian gentleman.’ who 
loved to assist in the Sunday school and 


was ever ready to aid the weak and fal- 
tering. He was present at the Sunday

-ance of Christ as 


| 


* *E wiht not be at cldss in the morning,” 
he said, knowing that I was a membcr 
of his Bible class, ‘I have just finished 
the hardest week's work of my life and 
Shall rest tomorrow." 

“IT told him he ought to go away for a 
month and rest, but as he departed he 
waved his hand and said he couldn't af- 


\ford it. He meant he couldn’t reconcile 


it to his conscience to neglect his pressing 
duties. Loyalty to duty was the keynote 
of his religious and professional career.” 

Of Ben Hill, Mr. Osborne said: “Listen 
to hig immortal paragraph as he lay in 
the antechamber of dissolution, ‘written 
with a pencil when he was unable to 
speak. These are the golden words: 

‘* ‘But for the good I had hoped to do 
my family and country I should regard 
the announcement that I must die as joy- 
ful tidings. I cannot repress a certam 
elation at the thought of going.’ "’ 
._Affectionate and eloquent references 
were made to Governor Colquitt, Henry 
W. Hilliard, Colonel Robert Flournoy 
Maddox, W. R. Nutting, H. 1. and J. C. 
Kimball and Er and Lewis Lawshe. 

Henry Graady was last named and of 
him Mr. Osborne spoke as follows: 

“Ag an expression of the people's ap- 
preciation of him, he stands in heroic 
form in bronze in the heart of our city 
in one of its most popular thoroughfares, 
as our ideal representative, whose un- 
selfish life and whose fame as a peace- 
maker have gone beyond the western con- 
tinent. And when his bronze statue shall 
have perished he will continue to live in 
the hearts of his countrymen so long as 
the sermon of ‘Christ on the Mount’ is 
recognized as our Master's legaey to the 
children of men.”’ 

Mr. Osborne paid tributes also to the 
men and the women who though not fa- 
mous in affairs of the world, were dis- 
tinguished in the church for their piety 
and consecrated Christian lives. He men- 
tioned the names of many and said that 
they were on the rol! of the congregation 
in great numbers. 

A special tribute was paid to Mrs. Fan- 
nie Kimball, beloved of every child who 
came to the Sunday school each week 
and who delighted in coming because of 
meeting her there. 

Among the ministers who have occu- 


.pled the pulpit of the church in other 


days were named Dr. William P. Harri- 
son, Dr. Arminius Wright, Dr. William 
Anderson and Dr. Howell Parks. 

In conclusion Mr. Osborne said: 

“We have reached the point where we 
must say: Farewell, old First church. 
Farewell, old granite steps, over which 
thousands have threaded their way to the 
innér sacred presence of the church. Fare- 
well loftiest spire in the city, the reckon- 
ing point from which thousands have 
taken their bearings. Farewell, o!d state- 
ly walls, where precious memories linger. 
Farewell, old pews. Farewell, old Sun- 
day school room, with its imperishable 
memories, where. faithful superintend- 
ents and loving teachers have shown 
childhood and older years their first 
glimpses of God and eternal life; where 
the soul lisps of young, innocent hearts 
that have been nursed into joyous accept- 
their Savior, from 
whence they have grown up into stalwart 
Christian men and women, demonstrating 
their usefulness in their day and genera- 
tion. FareWwel!, old pulpit, from whose 
rostum so many of our best and most dis- 
tinguished ministers have issyed messages 
of love, in burning pathos and persuasive 
eloquence to their thousands of hearers.

Sheriff's Prescription Re- 
lieved Prisoner of Desire 
for Morphine. 


A letter received yesterday by Sheriff 
John W. Nelms from Dr. W. N. Ken- 
nedy, who is serving ‘a sentence in. the 
Tower for assault and battery, revealed 
a story to the effect that the latter has 
been cured of the dread morphine habit 
threugh a remedy prescribed by the sher- 
iff. Judge L. S. Roan, of the criminal su- 
perior court, also received a letter from 
the prisoner, each of the letters inelosing 
a handsome Masonic gold pin, which, were 
made by Dr. Kennedy in the prison. 

Sheriff Nelms, who is also a physician, 
has invented a formula f.r the cure of 
the morphine habit, and it was this med- 
icine which was administered to the doc- 
tor prisoner. The sheriff, knewing that 
Dr. Kennedy was addicted to the use of 
the “poison, and being acquainted, with his 
told Dr. W. C> Fisher, the 
county physician, that he would furnish 
the medicine if Dr. Fisher would admin- 
ister it, and this was done. Dr. Ken- 
nedy is said to have used the prescrip- 
tion only two weeks until he was cured. 

Dr. Kennedy was convicted at the last 
session of the criminal superior court of 
the charge of assault and battery. He 
was then in an apparently bad condi- 
tion from the effect of the drug. Judg® 
Roan sentenced him to a term of six 
months in the Tower and six months in 
the county chaingang, with the provis- 
ion that the chaingang sentence would 
be suspended if he became cured of the 
morphine habit. 

The prisoner is gaid to have now re- 
covered his health dnd to be in good 
physical condition. He made the Ma- 
sonic pins and sent them to Sheriff Nelms 
and Judge Roan as testimonials of his 
gratitude and esteem. Dr. Kennedy has 
not yet completed his Tower sentence, 


but when he does, ft is probable that he 
will be released from custody,

BABY INCUBATOR 
- FOR LOCAL USE 


Unique Apparatus Exhibited 
Here for the First 
ime. 


One of the most unique pieces of ap- 
paratus ever brought to Atlanta has been 
received during the past week and is on 
exhibition at 34 Peachtree ‘street. The 
apparatus is known as a baby incuba- 
tor, and is to be used in,cases where 
infants are premaiturely born. 

It has been ordered for the spectal 
use of a physician in Atlanta who has 
had occasion to use a machine of this 
kind. It is the only machine of the kjind 
in the soutaern states, and many phy- 
sicians have examined the inevbator since 
its arrival. 

The machine is constructed of metal 
throughout and weighs about 75 pounds. 
It stands about @ inches high. The re- 
ceptacie in which the infant is to be 
placed is a bex shaped compartment 26 
inches high, 22 wide and 21 inches broad. 
It is equipped so as to regulate its tem- 
perature automatically. There is a ther- 
mometer and a h ,eter attached and 
whenever the fons become unnat- 
ural they do not have to be regulated, 
but of thelr own accord regulate them- 
selves and bring the conditions to the nor- 
mal. The heat is supplied by illuminat- 
ing gas. The gas passes through a pipe 
and tthere is no odor of any kind that 
reaches the, infant, and no air except 
soft currents which ares carried through 
the compartment by a delicate ventila- 
tor.

Such meat need not be designated 
as inflicted with trichiniasis. 

Gérman hogs that suffered from cholera 
in a slight degree only may be sold for

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THROUGH SNOW AND ICE 
WILLETTS TOURS. FINLAND 
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GILSON WILLETS, 
The Well-Known Author Who Is the Only American Known To Have 
Toured Finland and Lapland in Mid winter. 
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RAVELING on a sled, with the 
T thermometer from 20 to 30 degrees 

below zero, Gilson Willets, a 
writer, well known to the readers of The 
Constitution, has made his way through 
Finland and Lapland, investigating the 
conditions of the people and relieving 
the famine-stricken Finns laboring under 
the stress of hunger and political bond- 
age, has made a trip, the only one of its 
kind recorded of an American. 

Just fifteen days were required to make 
the ride from Helsingfors to Uleaborg, 
Finland, in sleds drawn by reindeer, 
through the white silences of the for- 
ests. The journey to Lapland was almost 
as long. 

From his strange and. wonderful visit 
to a people almost entirely: unknown .to 
Americans, Mr. Willets is writing many 
interesting things. 

“The people,” he says, in a recént let- 
“of this remarkable country are all 
educated and refined. They are uncon- 
taminated by the world and commercial- 
ism. Our trip has been through the in- 
terlor, and there is a pitiable state of 
starvation found in the thinly settled 
towns, and much of the ground here is 
unfit for cultivation. The woods abound 
in bears and wolves, and the lakes offer 
an abundance of fish. This year, however. 
the Finns who depend on the fields and 
streams for sustenance are disappointed, 
and have had to subsist, in many in- 
stances ,on “hunger bread’’ alone. Hun- 
ger bread is a mixture of rye, Hay and 
birch bark mixed, ground, and baked on 
hot stones or a scanty bed of coals. This 
bread has no nourishment, but is ‘filling.’ 
As a variety, frozen potatoes are some- 
times used as a delicacy. It is not al- 
ways so in Finland, but the famine has 
been hard upon the Finns this year.”’ 

It is a fact.that Gilson Willets is the 
first American to tour Finland and Lap- 
jand in midwinter 

His entrance to Uleaborg and other 
Finnish towns have been made the occa- 
sion of much rejoicing and. triumph, and 
every hosvitality has been shown the 
American party, whose mission it was 
to succor and help the starving and bur- 
dened people.

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‘GILSON WILLETS, JR., 
Little gon of thé author, who is 
frequently a companion to his 
father on his foreign trips. 
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“At Uleaborg,’’ Mr. Willets writes, “I 
found a nursery full of sweet flowers. 
The plants resemble the flowers of the 
south, only the blooms are more dimin- 
utive. The color is vivid and the perfume 
more delicate. For instance, the Roman 
hyacinth has very small bells, and the 
pink is as deep as an American Beauty 
rose. The rarcissus is dwarfed, and the 
snowdrop as small in flower as the spie- 
rea of the southern climate.” 

In midsummér of the year of the 
Indian famine, Mr. Willets spent several 
weeks in the plague-stricken districts of 
India, and in Bombay and Calcutta, as- 
sisting in the relief of the natives and 
studying their conditions, with a view 
to rendering them relief. Since then he 
has made several trips abroad, and has 
furnished some valuable ‘articles to mag- 
azines and big daily papers, several of 
which were printed in The Constitu- 
tion. 

At present, Mr. Willets is In St. Peters- 
burg, where he was given a brilliant din- 
ner party recently. He, with his party, 
will return to New York in a few 
weeks 
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ANTI-AMERICAN COMBINE 
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AGAINST MEAT IMPORTERS

London, April 15.—Smithfteld market, 
the vast institution from which all Lon- 
don gets its meat supply, having become 
Ghiefily an American institution, British 
dealers have been growing more and 
more restive. For the past eighteen 
months repeated requests have been made 
to the. controlling committee that the 
space allowed ‘to American firms should 
be curtailed, but the committee always 
insisted that its duty ended when it had 
obtained the best paying tenants, regard- 

nationality. 
" aeaeet e rated by the committee’s atti- 
tude, the home producers have quietly 
set on foot a big scheme to fight bo 
the Smithfield market and the American 
dealers. Here is the first information 
that has been printed -on ithe subject. 

The corporation of the city of London 
having the exclusive market rights, the 
anti-American combination has arranged 
to establish a ring of twelve big depots 
just outside the metropolitan boundaries. 
These depots will be worked on a COOp- 
erative basis between the farmers on 
one side and the retail butchers on the 
es ot the depots or farms, as some of 
the promotors pre efer to call them, will 
be fitted with modern buildings for fat- 
tening purposes, and each depot will have 
a capacity for supplying the London dis-

Should the scheme prove successfyl it 
will seriously affect the market for Amer- 
ican meat, and the importers are al- 
ready prepafing for a fight. The Smith- 
field market officials are also unéasy. A 
prominent member of the committee said 
to the writer yesterday: ‘“Uniess the 
Americans find some means of fighting 
the combine proposed it will have far- 
reaching influence on our control of the 
markets. For two years or more we 
have been asked by English ‘traders to 
limit the number of shops and premises 
acquired by the American importers, and 
since the Atlantic shipping trust stirred 
up so much feeling here, people who have 
no connection with the meat business at 
all have been constantly appealing to 
us to discriminate against the American 
dealers, I admit that Armour and Swift 
and the other American firms have a 
controling voice in the distribution of 
meat both in Smithfield and Deptfor® 
but our management of the markets has 
never been dictated by sentimental mo. 
tives. I cannot say at the moment, how- 
éver, what the future may bring.” 

The American importers decline to re- 
veal their plans for keeping up their end 
of the fight. The belief is, however, that 
they are threatening to establish retail 
shops ail over London, which will be 
supplied from their central depots at 
Smithfield and Deptford. The whole mat- 
ter will be discussed by the markets com- 
mittee of the corporation at a specially 
convened meeting on the 2th of April.

THEY WAITED 
FOR THE BUDGET 


Felt Relieved When It 
Was Received,

London, April 2%—-The effect of the 
budget on the stock exchange was im- 
mediate afd invigorating..« The week, 
which opened with but a slight show 
of improvement, continued indifferent, 
every one waiting for Chancellor 
Ritechie’s announcement. This was re- 
celved with cheering on the floor of the 
exchange, and an activity unknown for 
a long time commenced, the whole list 
Showing fair advances at yesterday's 
closing. It is thought probable that the 
recovery in consols will continue. It is 
a fact that without exception writers on 
financial subjects, many of whom have 
been despondent since the beginning of 
the year, give predictions of continued 
improvement and increasing confidence. 

The public announcement of the terms 
of the Transvaal loan is now awaited 
anxiously. This, and the action of the 
bank on April 30, when a reduction in 
the rate of discount is expected, are two 
influences upon whith much depends. 

The American section last week re- 
sponded to the improved tone of Wall 
street. 

Argentines may be. said to have been 
the feature of the past week, these se- 
curities receiving a large share of the 
attention of investors. Altogether the 
market is more cheerful than it has beén 
for some time past Little attention is 
paid to political troubles in the Far Bast. 


Bad at Berlin. 


Berlin, April 26.—Although the appre- 
hension in regard to the American sit- 
uation has disappeared, the boerse had 
a dull'week last week and a slight vol- 
ume of trading resulted in generally lower 
values, 

The political situation in Macedonia 
and Morocco begins to be taken into more 
serious consideration here, not because 
important international complications are 
feared, but because important develop- 
ments in the immediate future are ren- 
dered uncertain. Another bear factor 
was the recurrence of the rumor that 
Americans are trying to cancel their 
orders for German fron. This repot, how- 
ever, was not confifmed. Nevertheless, 
in connection with the decline in Scotch 
iron through the slackening of the Amer- 
ican demand, it caused a pretty heavy 
selling of iron shares in Berlin, quota- 
tions breaking from 3 to 4 points. This 
department of the market is less able 
to withstand an attack than any other 
because of the existence of large bull 
engagements. 

Coal shares suffered last week because 
the March earnings of the large com- 
ranies did not realize the expectations 
of the market.. General industrials were 
mostly lower. 

Government bonds constituted the 
strongest feature of the market last 
week. Nevertheless, German 3s broke 30 
pfennigs upon the heavy selling of spéc- 
ulative subscriptions to the néw issue. 
Among foreign government securities Ar- 
gentines were strongest upon the im- 
proving business situation. Mexicans 
were firmer upon the rise in silver and 
Spaniards were firmer upon favorable 
crop reports and Paris orders. Chinese 
developed some interest because of the 
increase in German interests in China 
due to the organization of the German- 
Chinese Railway Company. This com- 
pany plans the expenditute of 100,000,000 
marks in the building of raijroads. 

Money rates have a higher tendency.

POOR HOUSE BARONET # 
WEDS TO FIND A HOME 


Special Correspondence. 


London, April 16.—Sir William Gordon | 


Macgregor, whose lineage fills half a page 
of the Peerage, but who has been known 
best lately as ‘“‘the poor house baronet,”’ 
has had a good many queer experiences 
in the course of his chequered career; 
but his remarkable marriage this week 
must have struck him ad about the 
queerest of them all. The baronet, who 
is 67, lost about six months ago a pen- 
sion which hitherto had been his only 
support. Having no relatives te come to 
his assistance, he soon afterwards was 
received, like any other aged pauper, 
into the West Ham poor house. His 
presence there naturally attracted much 
attention and soon the titled “inmate’’ 
was bombarded with letters from women 
in different sections of the country, all 
of whom were anxious to undertake his 
maintenance in exchange for the honor of 
being Lady Macgregor. 

One of the most enterprising of these 
fair ones sent her sister to conduct nego- 
tiations with.the baronet in his melan- 
choly retreat. Everything went swim- 
mingly, and soon Sir William was able 
to announce to his fellow-inmates that 
he was about to be married to a lady 
of means, whom he had not yet seen, 
but who already had arranged—through 
her sister—for his removal from the poor 
house to comfortable quarters in the 
fashionable part of the town, pending 
the tying of the matrimonial knot. A 
few days afterwards came the news of 
the baronet’s departure from. his uncon- 
genfal surroundings, and day before yes- 
terday, that of his marriage, which took 
place in the country. But, lo and behold, 
the lady whom Sir William had led to 
the altar—or rather to the registrar— 
was not she who had come forward with 
the offer of marriage, but her energetic 
sister, who had been intrusted with the 
delicate negotiations therefor. 

At the first blush, it seemed as if Sir 
William’s flancee’s representatives must 
have played her faise and cut her out 
of her ‘“‘tadyship’’ by underhand means, 
but though the facts prove to be other- 
wise, the situation is no less piquant. It 
seems that, just at the last momedit, the 
bride-elect was seized with certain scru-

Afiy one walking into the office of 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright, unless 
he were familiar with the duties of the 
office, might conclude that the well- 
known occupant of that office had taken 
up as a side issue the sampling of malt 
extracts and varieus other substitutes for 
beer.

The last general tax act put the regu- 
lar liquor dealer’s tax of $200 a ygar on 
all dealers in malt liquors, and this has 
been construed by the comptroller general 
to include all beverages which are made 
from malt, commonly known as malt 
extracts, though there are other names 
by which some of them go. 

Druggists and soda water men, do a 
large business in beverages of this class, 
and, naturally, they are very much averse 
to paying any such) tax as this where 
they have not been called upon it before. 

In their eagerness to convince the 
comptroller. general that the beverages 
they were selling should not come within 
the meaning of the law, they carried 
samples of all kinds of malt extracts and 
similiar beverages to his office for his in- 
spection. 

‘Now, this is absolutely non-alcoholic,”’ 
paid one dealer exhibiting his bottle, ‘‘and 
i don’t see how you can bring it within 
the tax law.” 

The label on the bottle which was hand- 
ed Captain Wright declared that the 
beverage it contained was “an excellent 
substitute for beer.’’ 

“Well, you bring me an affidavit to that 
effect, and leave this bottle here,’ Captain 
Wright said, “and then I'll have it 
analyzed, and if it is as you say may be 
you won't have to pay the tax.” : 

The bottle, along with many others 
which came in under the same circum- 
ptances, is still ona table in the comp- 
‘troller general's office, but the affidavit 
has never put in an appearance. So tar 
as is known, the tax has been paid.

‘No one has ever grasped the full 
meaning of these words since Jesus used 
them. The best men, with widest spirit- 
ual horizon, have never surveyed in all 
its extent the kingdom of God. Often 
the thigh spiritual meaning has been 
missed and men have said the words, 
‘Thy kingdom come’ with grotesque men- 
tal pictures in their thoughts. 

‘To the Orthodox Jew of Jesus’ day 
the ‘kingdom of God’ was a very dear 
but a very materialistic thing. When he 
prayed ‘Thy kingdom come’ he meant 
that he wished for a second and greater 
David to come to the throne of Israel. 
He wanted a king who would arouse al! 
the slumbering martial spirit of the Jews, 
raise aloft the flag of the Hon of the 
tribe of Judah. drive out the accursed 
taxgatherer, put Hebrew heels on Ro- 
inan necks and give the chosen people 
the rule of the world, 

“To some people in our day there is a 
conception well nigh as materialistic and 
quite as erroneous. Some are dreaming 
of an apocalyptic world empire that shall 
be ushered in with blare of trumpets 
and beating of drums and flaunting of 
banners, when Jesus shall come in the 
pomp and splendor of a _ conquering 
Caesar, shall put all enemies under his 
feet and give all the good offices to a 
group of favorites who shall reign with 
Him for exactly one thousand years. This 
millenial view of the ‘kingdom of God’ 
is founded on the idea that Caesar was 
right and Jesus wrong; that force and 
armies make right and make an enduring 
kingdom, and that, while Jesus said while 
here that His kingdom did not come with 
observation, He has had time for reflec- 
tion these two thousand years that He 
has been away and has changed His 
mind. It is heart sickening to hear of 
Jsus trying to ‘out—Caesar, Caesar’ and 
pose 2s a spectacular sovereign. 
“Others mean by ‘Thy kingdom come 

the coming of a universal church. They 
think of priests and sacraments and tem- 
ples in every land and pews filled with 
saints and devout psalm singers. But 
Jesus did not mean the church when ES: 
said ‘Kingdom of God.’ The church is a 
good thing. but the kingdom a thousand 
times better. The church is exclusive 
and separative, the kingdom unifying and 
inclusive. The church requires assent 
to a creed for admission, the kingdom 
embraces all good, of every race and na- 
don. 
‘ “The ideal condition will not be that 
of a land with temples on al! the hill 
tops, The new, Jerusalem is pictured as 
having no temple. 

“While we eae never say all that the 
phrase ‘kingdom of God’ means, we may 
say some true things about it. 

“Jesus never defined it, but He de- 
scribed and illustrated it in so many 
ways that we may frame one or two 
definitions. By ‘kingdom of God _we 
mean the royal rule of God in the lives 
of men. Paul defined it as ‘righteous, 
peace and joy.’ The spirit which prompts 
us to do right, do things that bring peace 
and jov in the world, are the inside qual- 
ities of the kingdom. 

“Jesus said the kingdom was at hand. 
ana when He began the public work of 
setting up the kingdom in Nazareth He 
told what He was doing and going to do 
viz, ‘Give good news to the poor, heal 
the broken-hearted. deliver the captives, 
rive sight to blind eyes and liberty to 
the bruised.’ 

‘These features touch humanity at 
every point. They are intensely practi- 
cal, dealing as they do with men’s bodies, 
minds and spirits, and with their tem- 
poral conditions. 

‘With Jesus ‘the kingdom of God’ was 
something more than being religious and 
‘getting to heaven’ after death. It meant 
the coming of mankind to its full powers 
in body, mind and spirit. It includes 
health and intelligence and love. 

‘‘And since life requires a proper env!i- 
ronment in which to flourish. the king- 
dom deals with men’s conditions and 
circumstances. So, externally, the ‘king- 
dom of God’ means a physical, intel- 
lectual, social and spiritual environment 
in which eternal life may flourish. 

“Then what do I mean when I pray. 
‘Thy kingdom come?’ I mean that I 
come to my Father not as a mendicant, 
not as an alien. but as a son and a 
prince, and say, ‘Father, I recognize Thy 
goodness, Thy wisdom. Thv beneficent 
rule; personally I will live the life and 
do the duty You wish. and, as far as I 
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am able. J will win others to Thee and 
Thy loving rute.’ 

“A prayer like that always gets an | 
answer, but since God is greater than I 
and His plan larger than mine, the an- | 
swer is sometimes, always indeed, sur- 
prisingly large. Jesus prayed that prayer 
and Golgotha was the answer. The dis- 
ciples prayed it and the answer came 
in their dispersion and persecution and 
martyr deaths in foreign lands. Paul 
prayed it and the answer came in Ephe- 
sus, where he contended with ‘wild 
beasts;’ in Caesaria, where he languished 
in prison: in. Rome, where he walked at 
last to Ner’s block. 

“The Puritan prayed it and the an- 
swer came in homelessness and persecu- 
tion.

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MOORE MEMORIAL. 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday 
morning from the following text: Isaiah 
x!, 3: “Prepare ye the way of the Lord.”

“The Lord Jesus Christ, the king of 
kings, is waiting to come to our city. 
He is standing at our very gates waiting 
to enter in to bless and to save. but 
things are not ready for Him. We are 
not prepared for Him. But little is being 
done for the coming of our conquering 
Lord. 

“The way of the Lord is to be pre- 
pared. Certain things are to be done be- 
fore we can have a true revival of re- 
ligion. God is willing and ready to come 
to His people and give them showers of 
blessings as soon as they have prepared 
the way. They are to make straight in 
the desert a way for our God. Things are 
crowded and the,hearts of God's people 
are not prepared for a revival. One-half 
of the ctturch members do not really want 
a revival. They do not want Christ to 
come. 

“A true revival of religion would mean 
the smashing of many programmes, the 
breaking up of many cherished places, 
the sacrificing of many personal inter- 
ests. Theaters and card parties would 
have to be abandoned and business now 
conducted upon dishonest principles would 
have to be given up.

“Many things need to be straightened 
out before we can expect a revival of

world. The commercial spirit of the 
world is in the church and this is hin- 
dering the Holy Spirit from doing His 
work. God cannot work through a 
church which is dominated by the money 
power. God cannot work through the 
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individual Christian. who has his heart 
set on the world and the things of the 
world. The world must go. This spirit 
of the world must be rooted out of the 
ehur and out of the individual if we 
expect the Lord to come with His re- 
viving power. Let us, then, make ready 
for the coming of the Loyd into our 
hearts and into our church.”’

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“Good breeding is sometimes consider- 
ed an accomplishment,” he remarked 
yesterday, ‘“‘but really it lies latent in 
the breast of every man. 

“However, there is no term more. 
abused than that same one of good breed- 
ing, and the meaning it usuallv conveys, 
| thanks to the popular use of the phrase, 
is observance and knowledge.of the out- 
ward forms of etiquette. Now, 
or may not be good breeding. 

“The quintessence of being a. gentle- 
man is unfailing regard for the feel- 
ings of others. 

“When a man or woman is in the so- 
ciety of practice accepted 
rules and forms of etiquette he should 
dv the same, just as a guest conforms 
to the petty customs in the household 
of his host. Otherwise he might irritate 
or embarrass some one, and that true 
gentlemen, really well-bred persons, never 
do, 

“On the other hand, a stickling for the 
mannerisms and forms of etiquette among 
persons ignorant of them often renders 
the ignorant one uncomfortable and ill 
at ease, and so in that case pronounced 
observance of arbitrary rules. of eti- 
quette is not polite or courteous. 
| “A safe rule is always to do that thing 
| most natural, provided you can feel per- 
| fec ‘tly at ease in the doing of it; and a 
gentleman can’t feel at his ease know- 
ing “he pains or annoys others in the 
slightest degree. 

‘As a matter of fact, etiquette was not 
originated for gentlemen, but for those 
who wouldn't of their own volition de- 
fer to the feelings of others. 

“If there were no dishonesty, no cu- 
pidity or avarice or wickedness in the 
hearts of men or in their deeds, all laws 
would be a meaningless and usé@less folly. 
But because, unfortunately, all men are 
not honest And unselfish and just, we do 
need laws and restrictions to hold these 
fellows in check. 

“Now, this very same thing holds good 
in the minor matters of human relations, 
in the little everyday doings and dealings 
oi mé@n and women. 

“The need of something to curb the 
natural bore was early felt and grad- 
ually, just as in the law, customs to 
fit the need grew up, and after a time 
became a science, to be studied and prac- 
tised, and this we know as etiquette, 

“So remember, when you find yourself 
laying undue stress on this system of be- 
havior's rules, that you run the risk of 
growing content with mere veneering. 
You can’t make a gentieman of yourself 
by studying rules of conduct. Good breed- 
ing is nature, and that alone.”

J. P. Fitzgerald, a well known Chicago 
newspaper man, is in the city.

“The first thing to attract the atten- 
tion of the stranger in Atlanta is the 
stingy old passenger station: but, thank 
goodness, the city itself, which is not 
responsible for such a disgraceful shed, 
shows the progressiveness of. ‘her people. 
In no city of its size, either north or 
south, can be seen so many handsome 
office bufidings. As a matter of fact, 
no city south of the Ohio river shows 
such progress in that respect.

I could scareely 
realize I was ih’ a southérn city... The 
crowded thoroughfares of hustling, busy 
people, the elegant ‘tall buildings, the con- 
tinuous line of electric cats ali reminded 
me of Chicago, and f soon found myself 
moving along like ‘the rest with a ‘State 
street’ rush, 

“Not alone should Atianta be proud of 

her buildings, but of her well paved and 
clean streets,. her beautiful homes and 
schools and colleges. Education begets 
progress and the citizens here have shown 
their appreciationof that-fact in the intcr- 
est they take in educational matters. The 
public schools rank with any in_ the 
country, the ‘Tech’ is an institution to 
be proud of, and the rapidity in which 
$250,000 was subscribed for the Presby- 
terian university all-testify to that fact. 
“Atlanta today is the best known city 
of the south, and it is the progress shown 
by her ciizens that has done the ad- 
vertising. 
“There is a movement on foot to awak- 
en interest in the entire south in the 
matter of education, The peopic have 
had a hard struggle since the civil war 
end educational matters have been some- 
what neglected in the effort to regain 
wealth. There have been a number of 
philanthropic movements set on foot in 
that direction. The latest one, emanat- 
ing from Chicago, provides a unique plan 
of furnishing a university education at 
home to the young man or woman who 
cesires it, and is unable to attend college. 
“All in all, I should say the south, 
particularly Atlanta and Georgia, are 
very. much awake.”
